OLYMPIC HERO SOBS 
ASDETAILSOFHIS 
GIRLFRIEND’S DEATH 
ARE GIVEN IN COURT

PRETORIA, South Africa As his girlfriend, Reeva 
Steenkamp, cowered behind a locked door in a 
tiny bathroom, Oscar Pistorius strapped on his 
prosthetic legs, grabbed his pistol, strode seven 
yards to the door and fired through it four times, 
killing her, prosecutors alleged Tuesday as they 
laid out their case against the double-amputee 
Olympic runner in Pretoria Magistrate’s Court. 

According to prosecutor Gerrie Nel, Pisto- 
rius’ actions amounted to premeditated murder. 

But in an affidavit read in court, Pistorius said 
he was deeply in love with Steenkamp and de- 
nied any intent to kill her. “I know she felt the 
same way,” he said in the document. 

As the affidavit was read, Pistorius wept so 
bitterly that Chief Magistrate Desmond Nair 
had to halt the proceedings to allow the athlete 
time to compose himself 

But in a major blow for Pistorius, Nair agreed 
with the prosecution, ruling that for the pur-

A very bitter Taste 

Marquee summer event lost $1.3 million last year

Taste of Chicago lost $1.3 million last year, 
leaving it deeper in the red after Mayor Eman- 
uel raised the expectation that the venerable 
summer ode to overindulgence would begin to 
break even or turn a profit. 

The losses came despite Emanuel’s moves to 
raise more money at Taste 2012 by charging at- 
tendees at the nightly concerts at the Petrillo 
Music Shell $25 for reserved seats and adding 
$40 daily gourmet meals prepared by local 
chefs alongside the traditional ribs-and-ice 
cream fare that has made the festival synony- 
mous with Chicago summer for decades. The 
mayor also cut Taste from 10 days to five and 
moved it away from July 4. 

In 2011, Taste lost about $i million, and 
afterward Emanuel said he wanted to plot a 
course toward profitability. “The problem, it 
was a cost both for the restaurants that held 


it— revenue wasn’t what it was before — and it’s 
a cost for the city,” Emanuel said in July 2011. 
“That can’t continue as constructed, but we 
all have an interest in continuing the Taste of 
Chicago.” 

Since then, the administration has changed 
course, saying the focus is on safety rather than 
the bottom line. “The whole thing is, we want- 
ed to make sure it was the safest, most family- 
friendly event possible,” city spokeswoman 
Eve Rodriguez said Tuesday while discussing 
the Taste revenue numbers the city recently 
finalized. 

The fact that Taste ended in the red isn’t a 
complete surprise. Michelle Boone, commis- 
sioner of the city Department of Cultural Af- 
fairs and Special Events, told aldermen during 
October budget hearings that it was almost 
certain the event lost money 

“We would like to minimize the burden and 


will 

expand to four days, with opening night June 
6 at Pritzker Pavilion in Millennium Park.

the cost to taxpayers as much as possible,” 
Boone told reporters then. “Whether or not 
you can have a break-even point for Taste, 
we’re still learning.” 

The Emanuel administration said Taste 
largely will remain unchanged this year. The 
gourmet meals and the pay-for-a-chair option 
at the concerts, which raised $280,650 in 2012, 
will continue. Patrons will not be charged sim- 
ply to get into the traditionally free lakefront 
party

For a while, it ap- 
peared that for the first 
time all season maybe it wouldn’t be the Hawks’ 
night as they faced their archrivals Tuesday night 
at the United Center.

The Hawks wobbled but came away with a 
4-3 shootout victory over the Canucks and in 
the process made a little history With their i6th 
consecutive game to start the season without a 
regulation loss, the Hawks equaled the league 
record set by the Ducks in 2006. At 13-0-3, the 
Hawks have captured 29 of a possible 32 points 
this season. 

Andrew Shaw scored the game-winner in the 
shootout and Marian Hossa had two goals and 
Patrick Sharp also scored in regulation to provide 
the offense. Ray Emery earned the win despite 
yielding two Canucks goals late in the third pe- 
riod to send the game to overtime. 

The only downside of the evening for the 
Hawks was a third-period injury to Hossa, who 
took a forearm to the back of the head from 
the Canucks’ Yannik Hansen and did not return 
to the game. Hossa suffered a serious concus- 
sion during the playoffs last season and was not 
cleared to play until mid-November. The Hawks 
were already without the services of defenseman 
Brent Seabrook, who is day-to-day with a lower- 
body injury 

Daniel Sedin, Alexander Edler and Kevin 
Bieksa scored for the Canucks in regulation but 
it wasn’t enough as Cory Schneider suffered the 
loss in goal. 

Both goalies had to be on their games early 
as some suspect defense led to a flurry of break- 
aways— five in a span of 7 minutes, 41 seconds. 
First, Emery got his right pad on Sedin’s shot 
and Schneider matched that and did one bet- 
ter while the Canucks were on the power play.

She’s a survivor— a difficult feat in show business, even if you did 
leap to fame at age 19 as Beyonce’s sidekick. 

In just a few short years, Rockford native Michelle Williams 
went from directing church and community choirs to winning 
a Grammy as part of pop trio Destiny’s Child. Since then, in 
addition to her work as a solo gospel and R&B artist, Wil- 
liams has spent some serious time on stage — in the title role of 
Broadway’s ‘Mda,” as Roxie Hart in the London production of 
“Chicago” and as Shug Avery in the national tour of “The Color 
Purple.” 

Now she’s co-starring as love interest Sandra Izsadore in the 
national tour of “Fela!,” the Tony Award-winning tale of Afrobeat 
legend and political activist Fela Kuti. We talked to Williams by 
phone about visiting Chicago, shaking it with Beyonce at the Su- 
per Bowl and why “Fela!” will make you want to get up and dance. 


And they were all, ‘Who is this woman?’ 
But it makes you just want to get up with 
them and dance. She goes to the doctor the 
next day for a checkup and when she gets 
the results, she has no cancer. So she feels 
like that dancing or whatever spirit was 
there during ‘Fela!’ healed her of her cancer. 
I’m telling you, there is something magical 
about this show.” 

The most challenging part of playing 
Sandra: “Just staying aggressive, because 
there is a soft side of me and I could see how 
I could go easy on Fela. But I’ve gotta stand 
my ground with him.” 

On concerts vs. musicals: “Well, performing 
in a musical, obviously, you’ve got to know 
what you’re doing. %u can’t put your mic in 
the audience and say, ‘Hey sing along.’ Al- 
though, this show, ‘Fela!,’ is different, ’cause 
it’s based off of his last concert at The Shrine 
in Lagos, so it’s kind of like a concert. But to 
me, normally in a Broadway show, it’s just, 
stick to the script, literally” 

How she got her big break: ‘A friend of 


On her roots as an artist: “I grew up in 
church, where the music just was in my soul. 
My mother, she raised us on gospel music. 
And then, my dad was the one who raised 
us on jazz, rock, hip-hop, R&B, soul— from, 
shucks. Iron Maiden to Sting to Chaka Khan 
to The Winans.” 


Her must-visit spots in Chicago: The Original 
Pancake House, Garrett Popcorn Shop, the 
Lakefront Trail, The Underground (“I’m great 
friends with Billy Dec here, so of course I 
get spoiled at all his establishments”) and the 
Viagra Triangle for people-watching. “You see 
the most interesting combinations of people, 
like 8o-year-old men with i8-year-olds.” 


On the reported magicai powers of “Feia!”: 

“There are times where I’m standing on 
the side of the stage watching and I’m 
always almost in tears because the dancing 
and music are so powerful and moving— 
the drums and how people just let go of 
themselves. They told us of a lady in Los 
Angeles who saw the show. She had cancer. 
The music moved her so much, she got on 
the stage and started dancing with the cast!

mine— he’s actually from Chicago— was 
{Monica’s} keyboardist and he found my 
number, he said, in the bottom of a mov- 
ing box somewhere and he said, ‘Let me 
call this number and see if it’s still hers.’ 
Once we connected and caught up, he was 
like, ‘I’m on tour with Monica.’ I said, ‘Oh, 
really? If she needs a background singer, let 
me know,’ not thinking that he’s going to 
call me back days later saying, ‘Look, you 
gotta get to Atlanta tomorrow because she’s 
having auditions.’ His cousin— her name 
was Gladys— happened to work for United 
Airlines and she got me a buddy pass for 
Atlanta. I auditioned and I got the gig. One 
of the dancers for Monica was Destiny’s 
Child’s choreographer, so when Destiny’s 
Child went looking for new members, she 
recommended me.” 


On the pros and cons of being linked to 
Beyonce: “{People} think wherever I am, she 
must be. Like, am I going to pick her up out 
of my back pocket somewhere? We all have 
individual lives. But the benefit for me is just 
great friendship, outside of anything. We are 
truly truly friends.” 

On performing at the Super Bowl: “We could 
not wait because {Beyonce} really wanted 
it to be a surprise! ... It’s the biggest thing 
that you could ever do, career-wise, because 
there are millions and millions and millions 
of people watching the show. ...There was no 
nerves— at least, I wasn’t nervous. {Laughs.} 
It was great.” 

On those rumors of Destiny’s Child per- 
forming on Beyonce’s “Mrs. Carter” tour: 

“We haven’t had that talk yet, but I’m sure 
if that’s what she wants— and literally if our 
schedules work, because for me to even do 
the Super Bowl, I was in rehearsals for ‘Felal’ 
at the same time as flying for her to the 
Super Bowl. But I’m sure that if she wants us 
out there for something, we’ll make it work.”
